FAST RACING AT AQUEDUCT. 



RYE WINS THE BIG RACE OF THE DAY AFTER 
A HARD STRETCH DRIVE. 



Fifteen Thousand People Attend — ^Barbary Belle Ties 
a Track Record — ^Miller Fails in Five Races — 
Yama Christy Takes the Woodside. 



Npw York. November 3. — ^The Queens County 
Jiurkey Club’s big and pretentious race course at 
.Vqueduct, remodeled during the summer on the 
latest and most approved lines, inaugurated Its 
autumn meeting of eleven days under exceptionally 
favorable auspices. Fifteen thousand spectators 
were In atten^nce. Indian summer weather pre- 
vailed ami the card was of the best that has been 
provided for ra<*egoers this season. There were 
tliree important stake fixtures including the Creed- 
iimor, at five furlongs, for two-year -olds, and the 
Aqueduct Handicap of approximately a gross value 
of $3,000. Other attractive featiu'es were a steeple- 
chase over tlie two mile course: a seven furlong 
handicap for all ages, and a couple of selling races. 

Rye, the diminutive Bowery champion, captured 
llie big stake in gallant style. The erratic Finn 
liad the mount and the layers ventured abnormally 
long odds against him. Stake horses or selling 
platers, they all look alike to Rye and he drew out 
where the prize is hung up. It was a thrilling 
struggle all through the long stretch between four — 
Gillette. Oxford, Bad News and the ultimate victor. 
Barbary Belle made amends for her recent defeat 
at Jamaica by winning the two-year-old stake, all 
the way in time equalling the track recm*d, o9i. 

'Phree horses fouglit it out practically abreast 
during the closing furlong of the stretch after hav- 
ing put up an interesting struggle througli the two 
miles of the Woodside Steeplechase. Yama Christy 
scored by a narrow margin from Sandalwood. The 
rider of the latter claimed a foul against the winner, 
but it was not allowed. 

Only two favorites w’ere successful and Miller 
rode five losers; all were at lilieral prices in the 
betting. Finn and Homer took two eai^, and C. 
Ross one, all of which was gall and wormwood to 
the champion American jockey. 

The poolroom people dismantled their lookout 
tower at Jamaica, hauled it over In sections to 
Aqueduct and were busily engage<l in erecting It 
just outside the paddock, when sudilenly tlie police 
swamped down on them and bundled them olP to 
jail. The arrests were made on complaint of not 
liaving taken out a building permit. 

John W. Gates, assisted by his principal l>etting 
commissioner, C. H. Smith, was just before the 
racing today, over at the clubliouse engageii in 
tJie pleasant oc<*upation of counting up his Wiiuiings 
of ywterday. One roll contained exactly forty-four 
one-thou.sand dollar bills. There wert» also in evi- 
dence a number of checks, so^pe for large amounts. 
One fm* $17.o00 it is asserted, being among the 
number. Mr. Gates beat the card of seven races 
yesteiday. He admitted as much last night at the 
Waldorf. His actual winnings are not known.

AMATEURS RIDE WELL AT PIMLICO.

What with gentle- 
men riders performing in the Caswell Cup and with 
the Green Spring Valley Steeplechase down for de- 
cision. it was but natural that one of the best 
crowds that ever packed a grandstand and lawn was 
on hand. It gave a line on what the association 
••an expect when it builds its new and modem course 
at Haletborpe. 

Only two favmrites won out of the six that ran, 
l)ut there was not a race that the layers did not lose 
to. This was especially true of the one won by 
Hooray. Quadrille, the favorite, was not much in 
demand, while there was quiet backing for Tony 
Aste’s Hooray. The latter was at the enticing 
pri(*e of 15 to 1 and when he won the books lost 
beavily. Quadrille got away badl}', In fact, was 
practically left at the post. 

The excellent weather had dried the coarse out 
thoroughly. The steeplechase was one of the best 
seen this season in the east, and the Caswell Cup 
ra<*e was of the same wder, neither being decided 
until in the very last stages of the struggles. 

Mr. James Young, of Philadelphia, who has been 
prominent at all of tlie second circuit meetings in 
the east, presented Dion Kerr and Mr. Tucker with 
diamond scarf pins as a reward for tbeir excellent 
riding in the two races. 

OWNERS AND HORSES AT NEW ORLEANS. 

New Orleans. La., November 3. — Scenes of animation 
greet the eye everywliere at the City Park racetrack 
and at the Fair Grounds track. Sand is being spread 
on lK)th tracks at the rate of about eighty yards a 
•biy. Botli Superintendent William Mey^, of the 
Fair Groumls track, aiul Sui>erintendent G. F. 
Wolgamuth, of the City Park track, predict that 
tile racing season, which opens in New Orleans, 
Novemlier 24, and extends till early spring, or 120 
•lays, will be the best ever seen in the south. All 
stalls have been engaged at both tracks, and horses, 
some of them well-known racers, are arriving dailj’. 
There are now more than 200 horses in the stables.

W. B. Bancroft has ten 
horses at the City Park stables.

worked the most impressively. She picked up 12.) 
jiounds and ran a quarter in 23| seconds, traveUog 
the first eighth in 11§. She is a half sister to 
Karama. Gerst has thirty-five other yearlings at 
Naslivllle and so 1ms an even half hundred colts 
and fillies fix>m which to select the two-year -old 
stars of hJs stable In IfiOT. 

Trainer J. W. .May took to Memphis with him the 
two-year-old chestnut colt King Castle, which has 
been out of training since the meeting at Memphis 
last spring. He is a son of Gold Heels and Sister 
Tenny, and May expects him to be a good three- 
year-old in 1907. 

Brancas, tlie older star of William Gerst’s 
stable, has been gelded and his owner believes he 
Mdll be a better horse than ever next season.

Pretension in Another Good Performance— Nicol Al- 
lowed to Ride for Fred Cook. 

Cincinnati, O., November .3. — Mild weather and a 
good card were instrumental in attracting a big 
crowd to Latonia this afternocMi. The handicap at 
one mile was the stellar offering of the afternoon 
and brought together a good field of horses in- 
cluding Minnie Adams, and her recent conqueror. 
Tartan. At the weights and with Nicol up the 
Cook filly was considered best and liberally backed. 
Slie won all the w-dy from Noel, a well backed 
long shot. Debar findsbing third and Tartan outside 
of the money. 

Buchanan’s presence in the saddle <m Pretension 
caused the price about him to recede at an alarm- 
ing rate in the sprint race. Opening at 7 to 10 he 
drifted to 7 to 5. Judge Price was quick to take 
cognizance of the raise in price and cauti<M>ed 
Buchanan when on the way to the post to do his 
best. Tlie horse acted fractiously while at the 
barrier and unseated the rider while in a tantrum, 
Buchanan however retained a good hold of the 
reins thereby preventing him from running away. 
He followed the leaders closely to the stretch turn 
where he moved up fast and won drawing away from 
the lightly-weighted Grace Kimball. Haaelthorim, 
which -was backe<l by the sharpshooters, raji dis- 
appointingly and failed to finish in the money.

Hadur, the beaten favorite in the closing race, 
was claimed by F. W. Schmidt, owner of Gladiator, 
for $800. 

J. C. Milam closed a contract today for the 
services of D. Austin to ride fw him this winter 
at New Orleans.

SURPLUS WATER IN AUSTRALIA. 

Floods have recently caused extensive damage in 
Australia, the race course at Flemlngtoo being com- 
pletely submerge^!. Tlie w'aters broke over the east- 
ern bank of the Saltwrater River, and in a few 
minutes the race course was completely under water, 
and in some places there must have been at the full 
flood a depth of ten feet, the shoulder of the seven 
furliMig post, ten feet from the ground, being just 
vlsiiile over the water. The flood spread to the 
grandstand, invading the rooms, and ^vhen the 
secretaiy of the club visfted the course the depth 
of water in the public luncheon-room was about six 
feet. The seats and tables in the members’ lunche<Mi 
paddock were floating ab^t. The rain gauge on 
the race course recorded 2^ points, but it was the 
great rusli of water from the northern reaches of 
the Saltwater that caused the damage. 

On the <*ourse Itself the third jump on the steeple- 
chase track, a log fence, was bodily lifted and car- 
ried close up to the stone wall. The stewards’ 
stand and the judges’ box stood out spectrally over 
the waste of waters.

DETAILS OF THE GARNISH CASE. 

“The race won by Garnish at Jamaica, October 
2:1, was tlie direct cause of the ruling off of R. L. 
Riigers and .John Wilson, but it was not the primary 
one,*’ says the New York World in recounting the 
banishment of the two men and the horse on a 
t*lwirge of using drugs. “The trouble beg.an at 
Brighton Beach, July 31. iu a two-horse contest 
between Red Friar and Garni.sli. On that day the 
latter horse was examined for ‘dope’ by the veterin- 
ary surgeon engaged by the Jockey Club stewards. 
Garnish liad acted in a strange manner. lie made 
the running two lengths before Red Friar to the 
head of the stretch, wliere he quit suddenly. When 
he returned to the scales the officials noticed that 
the horse trembled violently and could scarcidy 
stand. His mouth was severely burned. Tliese 
sores, the veterinary surgeon, who examineil Garnish 
said, were due in his opinion to the use of dkiloral. 
In his report the horse doctor stated that the horse 
showtNl all the symptoms of chloral poisoning. 

"R. L. Rogers, tlie wvner of Garnish was called 
before the stewards and questioned regarding the 
condition of his horse. He denied the use of drugs 
on his racer and placed the responsibility for the 
use of tlie speed -producing stimulant, if any was 
used, on John Wilson, the trainer. Rogers stoutly 
maintained that he had notJilng whatever to do 
with the training of the horse and said that 
frequently he was not near Garnish for many days. 

“'This shifting of responsibility to Wilson made 
the latter very angry. Hot words pass<*d between 
owner and trainer, and the latter was discharged. 
In revenge he paid James R. Keene, Vice-Chair- 
mtiD of the Jockey Club, a visit and exposed Rogers 
by showing Keene the reciiie for the ‘dope’ which 
was injected into Garnish at certain periods when 
he raced. 

“Keene laid bare the whole case to the Jockey 
Club stewards. The latter determined to place a 
watch on the horse, owner and ex-trainer so as to 
catch them using the drug. The trio were placed 
under tlie surveillance of Pinkerton detectives, wlio 
watched them closely for over a month. During 
tills period Rogers and Wilson patched up their 
trouble, and while tlie latter no longer po.seti as 
the trainer of Garnish, he was frequently aeon in 
his old employer’s company. Rogers had charge 
of the horse and prepared him for the third race 
at Jamaica, October 23. This was the race made 
memorable by the stewards, who suspended jockey 
Radtke for his indifferent horsemanship on Tommy 
Waddell. 

“Garnish, heavily backed, made practically all the 
riiiming and won by open daylight from Delphie 
and Cresslna. After the race he was placed in 
the horse car to be shipped to Slie€*pshead Bay, 
where he was stabled. The detectives found Rogers 
and Wilson bu.slly engaged superintending tbe 
horse’s care and transi^ortatlon. This was the evi- 
dence needed by the Jo<*key Club — that there was 
eolluslon between the men. When the detectives 
reiKirted this to the stewards, they ruled them off. 

“Garnish has always raced at l<x?al tracks in the 
name of Mrs. R. L. Rogers, wife of the man de- 
barred from the turf. In order to have her name 
apr>ear as the owner, Mrs. Rogers must have proved 
to the satisfaction of the turf authorities that she 
had at least a half interest in the horse. Her name 
was not mentioned in the rulings. What horsemen 
are anxious to know now Is: Will Mrs. Rogers 

be ruled off? If the Jockey Club decides on this 
measure she will be the first woman ever debarred 
from racing horses in the oast.’’
